Jsen planes are coring in to land, taree large closed communications trucks are 
stationed at the rumzay, one at each end and one in the center. then the trucks 
are in position, a mast is raised automatically from each of then, which reaches 
a hoicht of fifteen meters at full extension. Four guy wires hold the masts 
secure in this position.

The constriction of 0 wmderground gasoline storape tanks was conpleted early 
i Novenber. Forty-five will each hold 60,000 to 90,000 Liters and the other 
three appro:tinately 10,000 liters cach, An estinated one and one-half million 
titers of j~asoline has been stored in these tans to the present. Vhe tanics 
axe arvanced in a symetrical "Y"-shaped pattern imnediately to the vest of the 
spur railroad track vhich rans south of the field in back of the hangars. The 
banks aro set about 12 mcters apart. Deside each tank stands a red fire extin- 
moisher, about three feet in heipit. The pasoline is led into the tanks frou 
taak cars by means of a hose, Green wooden boxes, each aprroxinately tio anc 
ore<iale foet bich and tyvo fcct wice have been placed over the mouths of the 
tans. The entire area has been vlantcd with grass for purposcs of canow "lace.

Tn addition to the storage comvlex, there are three or four fas tanke at the 
southeast corner of the runway, mounted on a wooden scaffolding, which is sunk 
into the fround so that about half o” each tank extends above the surface, These 
tanke serve the daily needs of the planes on the field and are filled each da 
from a rallvay tars car. 


Tmaediately to the vest of the gascline dunp, six concrete bumers, 2.5 meters 
deep by 15 meters by ten meters, are now under construction, Their function 

is not lmom. Shey are being built flush to the ground with roofs consishing 
of a first Layer of boards, a second layer of tar, a third layer of tar paper, 


and a fourth layer of earth, One of the bunkers had becn completed by 20 Cetober. 


Yn the woods south of the Schacksdorf-ilchesdorf wood road, and immediatcly to 
the east of the spur railroad Line wiich serves the gas dump, an underground 
chamber bes been built. Tieavy wooden pit props were used in the construction. 
he chanber is sealed with tar-soaked cloth, apparently to make it air tirht. 
The roof of the structure is flush with the ground, and a flight of steps leads 
dowm into the chamber. Since 25 October, the personnel of the airfield have 
‘soon sent to the chamber in groups of ten, officers in the morning and enlisted 
ren in the afternoon. wien a group of ton is inside, a chemical prenace about 
eight inches Long is tossed into the chamber, making a great deal of smoke. The 
door is then closed. The group remains in the chanbor for one hour, wearing gas 
masks, whieh are removed when the men emerge. ‘he persons subjected to this 
seat show no signs of discomfort or strain. 


Four new log sheds have been built in the sunitions area norti of the airstrip. 
ey are five meters wide, six meters long, and om and one-half meters high. 
The roofs are covered with tar paper. Two barracks have been built in the woods 
east of the munitions dump.
